; The Nursing committee of the Andover 
Red Cross has been making a study of the 
need for cental care among our school chil 
dren.

Mill windows which were ablaze with light 
every night a year ago are this month again 
in darkness as the town faces an unemploy- 
ment sitvation that is in marked contrast to 
the hopeful conditions of June, 1935, The 
third shift in the mills has been done away 
with, and only part of the second shifts are 
running. 

There has been considerable demand for 
work from the Board of Public Works but 
even the regular B.P.W. workers who have 
been employed by the town for twenty years 
are only working four days a week. There are 
no big projects this year which would take up 
some of the employment slack as did the 
Salem street job last year. 

The town’s W.P.A, quota is 101, which in- 

cludes 24 women engaged in the sewing pro- 
ject. Twenty men were this week taken from 
the Lovejoy road farm-to-market project 
and transferred to a state highway oroject, 
Some W.P.A, men are working on the Bal- 
lardvale playstead and some on a Greenwood 
road water extension. 
The only large B.P.W. job in prospect is 
the River road reconstruction, but the 
county and state allotments have not yet 
been made, and there is no telling when work 
can start on this project 

At times W.P.A, men are hired back into 
the mills, but the jobs do not last longer than 
two weeks. 

The regular B.P.W. men are engaged in 
such routine tasks as retreading roads, side- 
walk repairs, inspecting hydrants and paint- 
ing fences, Roads being completely retreaded 
are Osgood, Hidden, Holt, Orchard, Bancroft, 
Garden and Stonehedge. Partial retreading is 
being done on Dascomb, Abbot, Wildwood, 
Salem, Highland and River streets.
